n Starting the hybrid system 



PH Depress the brake pedal. 

\l\ Touch the Lexus emblem side of the elec¬ 
tronic key to the “POWER” switch. 

[3]Press the “POWER” switch within 10 sec¬ 
onds of the buzzer, keeping the brake 
pedal depressed. 

To change “POWER” switch modes, 
release the brake pedal and press the 
“POWER” switch within 10 seconds of 
the buzzer.

The electronic key alarm uses an alarm and warning messages to indicate that the 
electronic key has been used improperly. Take appropriate measure in response to 
any warning messages that are displayed. In some cases, an alarm may sound with¬ 
out an accompanying warning message. If so, follow the correction procedure in the 
table below.

Exterior alarm sounds 
once for 2 seconds.
